Voter 
registration forms that are mailed or completed online must be received by 
Oct. 25, and we encourage you to check your registration information today 
at VoteWA.gov. After Oct. 25, you must visit your local elections office or 
voting center during regular business hours and until 8 p.m. on Election Day 
to register to vote or update your registration and receive a ballot.

Once you have completed your ballot, be sure to sign the return envelope. This is important, as 
election officials verify your signature matches the one on your voter registration file before they can 
count your ballot. Then, send your ballot via U.S. mail — no postage needed. Remember, all ballots 
must be postmarked by Nov. 2 in order to be counted. The U.S. Postal Service recommends that 
you mail a week before Election Day. You can also return your ballot using an official ballot drop box 
anywhere in the state. Drop boxes are open until 8 p.m. the day of the election. Check VoteWA.gov 
to locate a ballot drop box.

By voting, you are ensuring your voice is heard. Make an impact in your community and our state by 
voting this fall.

If you cannot 
personally return 
your ballot, let only 
people you trust 
deliver it for you.

Message from the Auditor
Dear Klickitat County Voters,

Welcome to the 2021 General Election Voters’ Pamphlet.  Your General Election ballot will be mailed by 
October 15th and should arrive in your home within the following week. This pamphlet is designed to 
assist you in making important decisions on candidates and issues that will affect you and your family.

For your ballot to be counted, you must sign your envelope with a verifiable signature or, if you are 
unable to sign, a mark that is witnessed by two people who also must sign the ballot envelope.  

Your ballot must be received in any one of our drop boxes no later than 8:00 p.m. on Election Day or 
postmarked no later than Tuesday, November 2nd.  If you choose to mail your ballot on Election Day, 
we recommend you go into the post office lobby and have your ballot hand stamped.  Having a late 
postmark on your ballot envelope invalidates your vote!

The Elections Department will make every attempt possible to contact you should there be a 
discrepancy with signature verification, unsigned ballot envelopes, etc.  If the issue cannot be resolved 
prior to November 22nd, the day prior to election certification, your vote cannot be counted!

The Auditor’s office has an Accessible Voting Unit (AVU), designed specifically for disabled voters which 
is available for use by any voter.  The AVU is available between the hours of 8:30 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
from October 15th through November 1st.  On Election Day, November 2nd, the AVU will be available 
between 8:30 a.m. and 8:00 p.m.

If your ballot is lost, damaged, destroyed or not received by October 22nd, you may print a replacement 
ballot online at www.myvote.wa.gov or contact the Elections Department. 

Unofficial election results will be available shortly after 8:00 p.m. on Election Day at http://
klickitatcounty.org/1136/ElectionsVoter-Registration.

Below you will find some additional information voters should be aware of:

1)	 The Goldendale ballot box has moved to 114 S. Columbus; north of the alley and across the 
street from the original location.

2)	 Washington State now provides same-day voter registration (in the County Election office 
only) prior to 8:00 p.m. on Election Day.  Automatic voter registration for those applying to 
the Washington State Health Benefit Exchange as well as those receiving a driver’s license or 
identification card (and yes, you may opt out);  

3)	 16 and 17 year-old residents can enroll in the Future Voter Program to be automatically 
registered to vote on their 18th birthday; and

4)	 With COVID-19 and the possibility of Courthouse closure, please call (509-773-4001) for 
assistance with your election needs.

YOUR VOTE MATTERS!  Throughout history, there are many examples where an election was decided 
by just a few votes and in some cases, ONE vote.  Please join me in exercising one of the most precious 
rights we have as an American – the right to vote!
